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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant contends that the cited prior art, Traw 
et al., fail to teach or suggest the claimed invention. Applicant stated: "For example, Traw et al. fails to teach or suggest an information 
processing system wherein, inter alia, 'the encrypted data is encrypted using an encryption key, the encryption key being formed based on 
a first random number generated by the first information processing apparatus and a second random number generated by the second 
information processing apparatus, and then transmitted in the isochronoustransmission mode via an interface' as recited in claim 1". Traw 
et al. teach, at col 9, line 53-col. 10, iine 6 discloses "randomly generated key which is unique for each stream of content sends a 
message via the encrypted control channel to the copliant destination device", The first information apparatus and the second inforamtion 
apparatus recited in the claimed language is interpreted to be met by the sending device and the receiving device. Traw teaches the use 
of symmetric cipher which is secret keys shared between the sending and the receiving device. Traw further teach using isochronous 
transmission mode for the data transmission (see col. 9, lines 65-67). Applicant contends that the second cited art, Jones fails to teach 
"the encrypted data is encrypted using an encryption key, the encryption key being formed based on a first random number generated by 
the first information processing apparatus and a second random number generated by the second information processing apparatus". 
Since Traw disclosing symmetric cipher to encrypt the data stream but does not discloses the second a randomly generated key 
generated at the second apparatus. However, Jones teach using pseudo-random number generator in encryption and decryption and 
each key is generated at transmitting station and the receiving station. Since only the seed is transmitted and the randomly generated key 
does not has to be sent between the sending device and the receiving device and therefore provide bettter protection to the secure data 
used in generating the ciphered text, . 
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
